The Pennsylvanian’s Record in the 
Force Bill Fight. 


INTERESTING INSIDE HISTORY 


The Records of the Votes That Were 
the Real Tests. 


HOW THE BILL WAS KILLED IN SENATE 


The Wolcott Motion by Which the 
Bill Was Displaced—Quay’s 
Claim for Support. 


By Jos: Ohl. 

Washington, January 7,—(Special.)— 
Former Senator Quay in his fight for 
a seat In the senate by virtue of an 
appointment by the governor of Penn- 
Sylvania, the legislature having refused 
to re-elect him and failing to elect any- 
one else, is so closely pressed that he 
and his friends are trying to make votes 
for him among the southern senators 
by the claim that he was opposed to the 
outrageous force bill that was sought to 
be enacted by the fifty-first congress. 
If it were true that at that time he 
stood out against that measure he would 
be entitled to and would receive the sym- 
pathy of the senators from the southern 
states againsg which the bill was aimed. 
But it is not true. 

The force -bill was fathered in the 
house of the fifty-first congress by Henry 
Cabot Lodge, then a representative from 
Massachusetts. He is now a senator 
and is in favor of seating Quay. Aided 
by Speaker Reed, then enjoying his new 
honor as “cezar,’’ Lodge shoved the bill 
through the house under party whip and 
spur. In the senate it was championed 
by Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts, who 
is now, like Lodge, in favor of seating 
Quay. This was in the first session of 
the fifty-first congress. The bill got 
the right of way in the senate ahead 
of the McKinley, tariff bill.. Under the 
masterly management of Senator Gor- 
man, it became apparent to the repub- 
licans that the McKinley tariff bill could 
not reach a vote unless the Force Dill 
was got out of the way. An arrrange- 
ment was entered into by the two sides 
by which the further consideration ofthe 
Yorce bill was postponed until the sgcond 


‘ session of congress. 


Some Subsequent History. 
Promptly on the first Monday in De- 
cember, 1890, Senator Hoar brought the 
Force bill up and did everything in his 
power to bring it to a vote, confident that 
it would pass. The democrats under 


Senator Gorman’s lead continued their 
opposition. Hoar by turns stormed and 
threatened, pleaded and begged, in his 
efforts to reach a vote. He would have 
succeeded but for the fact that certain 
republicans were greatly opposed to the 
bill.

So Wolcott’s motion was car- 
rieu, 
The Long Fight Was Won. 

The effect of this was to displace the 
Force bill as unfinished business before 
the senate and replace it with the re- 
apportionment bill, the Force bill going 
back to its place on the calendar. The 
long fight against the Force bill was 
won, that outrageous measure being 
heard of no more. 

Five republicans voted against Dolph’s 
motion to table Wolcott’s motion and 
two others were paired the same way. 
The same five republicans on then ext 
roll call voted for Wolcott’s motion and 
the same others were paired the same 
way. The five republicans so voting 
were: Cameron, of Pennsylvania; Jones, 
of Nevada; Stewart, of Nevada; Teller, 
of Colorado, and Washburn, of Minne- 
sota. The two ‘republicans so paired 
were Shoup, of Idaho, and Ingalls, of 
Kansas. One senator, Stanford, of Cal- 
lornia, was absent and not paired.

Quay’s motion 
was equivalent to a vote for the Force 
bill. 

Quay’s vote of ‘‘nay’’ on Wolcott's mo- 
tion was equivalent to a vote for the 
Force bill. He did as much by his two 
votes to fasten the Force bill on the 
south as he possibly could—as much as 
Hoar or Candler, who are now his cham- 
pions. 

Quay’s claim for southern sympathy 
and the votes of southern senators to 
seat him on the ground that he was their 
friend in 1890 and 1891 in their fight 
against the Force bill is as false as it is 
brazen. He supported and maintained 


it by his votes just quoted on January

Havana, January 7.Senor Villalon, sec- 
retary of public works, arrived today 
from Santiago and called upon Governor 
General Wood, with whom he had a long 
interview. Tomorrow he will consult with 
Colonel Black, chief engineer of the di- 
vision of Cuba, General Wood has advised 
that the first thing to be done is to repair 
the bridges throughout the island and to 
make the roads passable, particularly the 
so-called royal road, extending the lengti 
of the island, but which only exists in 
name, He urges that a large force of men 
be put to work in eaeh province. The wa- 
ter supply system will also receive imme- 
diate attention, Ordinary wells and arie- 
sian wells will be constructed in sufficient 
humbers, if possible, to supply the needs 
of the entire island. 

“One thing needed,” said General 
Wood's informant, ‘is a complete change 
in the judicial system. To begin with, the 
System of fees should be abolished abso- 
lutely. All judges and clerks ef courts 
should receive regular galaries, Judicial 
corruption should be made a serious crime 
with a heavy penalty, which should be 
entorced against the very first offender, 
no matter who he might be.” 

These remarks have apparently deeply 
impressed General Wood. Most of the Cu- 
ban lawyers of the better class favor im- 


mediate action‘in the direction of judicial 


reforms, particularly in criminal cases. 

The dinner given in honor of Géneral

‘Whereas, There is complaint made by 
the fire department that at times when 
a number of streams are in use at once 
the pressure is too much diminished for 
safety, and that from lists and figures 
made in this department the city gets 
pay for only 42 per cent of the water 
pumped and approximately 68 per cent 
is either used through free services with- 
out responsibility, or is needlessly wasted; 
therefore, . 

“Resolved, That meters be placed cn 
all free services in the city except fire 
hydrants or fire sprinkler services, and 
$1,000 asked for as expense of doing the 
same. — 

‘Resolved further, That the city coun- 
cil be recommended to place ‘the flushing 
of sewers under control of the fire de- 
partment or of this department as in 
their wisdom may be thought best.” 

Commissioner Erwin said he doubted if 
it was best to place meters at the public 
school buildings, as the janitors might 
use less water than was best if they 
knew it was being registered.

Brightest Expectations of Officlals Were 
~ Realized. 


ALL RATES WERE HELD FIRM 


Business Could Not Be Handled as 
Rapidly. as It Developed. 


FUTURE PROSPECTS ARE VERY BRISHT 


Railroad Officials Say They Have 
Never Known a Better Year 
Than That of 1899. 


———— 


The railroads of the entire country 
have had a period of almost unexampled 
prosperty during the past twelve months. 
The brightest expectations of the officials 
of the various roads, not only in the 
south, but throughout the entire coun- 
try, have been thoroughly realized. The 
enormous business of the past year has 
inspired the thighest hopes for’the fu- 
ture, 

Practically the only regret expressed 
by the railroad people is that they were 
unable to handle the large 
business as rapidly as it 

Without hesitation the 
leading lines throughout the country 
have declared that at no time within 
their experience have they known any- 
thing like the conditions that obtained 
during the past year. - 

The present prospect is bright enough 
to warrant even the most conservative 
men in the railroad business in saying 
that ‘the good times will last through and 
beyond 1900. ; 

The past year has shown but very few 
railway bankruptcies. The record in 
foreclosure sales also shows a large de- 
crease in the number of roads. The re- 
ceiverships during last year cover only 
about 1,000 miles of road. This is about 
one-half of 1 per cent of the present mile- 
age. 

Extensive ‘mprovements are projeted, 
and in some cases work has actually be- 
gun in the matter of ‘better roadway and 
increased equipment. 

A railway official of some’ prominence 
in speaking of the past year’s business 
and thé outlook for the future, said: 

“T am viewing conditions in the rail- 
way world through rose-colored glasses 
not only for the year that is now upon 
us, ‘but for several years to come, takirg 
it for granted that no great calamity will 
overtake us, 

“The only danger the railroads have 
to beware of is the danger of over-reach- 
ing themselves. We must not let our- 
selves be carried to extremes, and thus 
lose sight of the emergencies that may 
unexpectedly arise. I do not fear the 
latter danger, though, while the men vy-ho 
handle railroad properties are held to 
such a strict accountability by the finan- 
ciers who back them.’”’ 


Will Maintain Rates. 


Touching the matter of making and 
maintaining rates, traffic officials have 
been given to understand that the laxity 
that. obtained in ‘the past cannot and will 
not be tolerated. 

‘In the south rates have been main- 
tained fairly well, and there has been 
none of the cutting and violations of 
agreements that have marked the man- 
agement of some of the eastern and 
western roads. 

“The firm conditions obtaining among 
the. railroads in the south have been «he 
subject of much laudatory comment by 
railroad officials throughout the coun- 
iy. 

A well-known traffic official who was 
in the city last week attending the meet- 
ing of the southern classification com- 
mittee said: 

“An unusually large tonnage of all 
classes of traffic was moved during the 
past year at very low rates. These low 
rates have been caused, to a certain 
extent, by competition between the routes 
leading to guif and Atlantic ports; also 
to competition between routes leading t 
a common point. 

“The notable feature of the traffic dur- 
ing the past year was the close observ- 
ance of tariff rates by all routes, and 
the prevailing low rates have been cov- 
ered by legal tariffs rather than as in 
previous years by deviations from estab- 
lished tariffs. 

“Tt has been a good year for coal of 
all kinds. We got more money out of 
the coal traffic than we did the year 
before. Those railroads that carry raw 
material and coal have easily led the 
other roads in earnings. The best busi- 
ness of the year was confined to ‘the 
earrving of raw materials and mea! 


products.”’ 
President Fink Talks. 

President Fink, of the Norfolk and 
Western, recently made the following 
statement: 

‘“T expect an increase in the v 
traffic and revenue during the next year 
reason of local developments of in- 
especially of the 
larger number of Dlast furnaces that 
will be in operation during next year 
There will be twenty-three new furnaces 
in all in operation next year. 

“While there ‘will probably be 
advance in tthe rates of freight next year, 
I do not believe such advance can be 
considerable. An augmentation of reve- 
nue will prabably be the result of the 
increased traffic, and the better main- 
tenance of rates on competitive. buéi- 
ness. Such augmentation should, if 
think, more than offset the increased 
cost of operation, so that the net results 
year will probably be better 
those for 189. The prospects for 
rate maintenance during 1900 are very 
good, as there can be no inducement 
for rate cutting as long as more ton- 
is offered to carriers than their 
equipment enables them to haul. I look 
for a considerable increase in our ton- 
nage, both east and west-bound, during 
1900. The railroads will necessarily share 
in the general prosperity of the country, 
that the outlook for 1900 can be con- 
sidered as good. There is, however, one 
drawback, the great danger to which 
railroad corporations are constantly ex- 
pesed, of unjust and unwise legislation 
by congress and by the states.

When Mrs. Carl Hentschel returned to 
her home, 77 South Jackson street, last 
night about 10 o'clock, after she had been 
visiting several hours, she found her hus- 
band sitting in a chair dead, the chair 
being within a few feet of a gas stove 
that was turned full on, 

The house was filled with the fumes of 
escaping gas and the striking of a match 
might have caused an explosion. 

Mrs. Hentschel says she believes her 
husband died from heart failure, and that 
he feil the chair after he had 
turned on the gas in the stove and be- 
fore he could strike a match; but there is 
a theory of suicide, some of the neighbors

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Mobile, Ala., January 7.—(Special.)—One 
of the most iirpressive discourses recent- 
jy heard in Mobile was delivered here 
several Sabbaths ago at the Franklin 
gireet Presbyterian church by the pastor, 

. F. K. Sims, who preached from the 

, “Lord, What wilt Thou have me to 
do?’ Many requests have been made for 
its publication and the eloquent divine 
has kind!y consented to furnish the man- 
uscript to The Constitution. Dr. Sims 
said: 

The testimony of history, and the in- 
ference from the experience of every great 
reformer of evil conditions is that no 
great truth or principle can win its tri- 
umphant way unless it becomes jiecernate 
in ome one Man, and derives from a liy- 
ing, fervent heart that passion and pow- 
er which constrain and subdue, So long 
as truth or principle remains in the cold 
regions of mere ideas, just so long will 
they fail to exercise any mighty influence 
over mankind. The truths cf religion 
are not exceptions to this law. 

Judaism had fulfilled its mission. Chris- 
tianity remained only in dead forms, 
and barren ceremonies. The great cause 
of the emancipation of Christianity need- 
d representative in the primitive 
church whose mission it should be to 
wrestle Christlanity completely from the 
bonds of the synagogue. For this pur-

pcse God prepared the apostle Paul. and. 


“never had noble truth a nobler organ.” 
The great truth became incarnate in him, 
He brought to the service of his cause 
that passion and power of a heroic heart, 
_ Soayviiewets love, to which was joined in- 
demitaie courage and energy, and a mind 
equally able to rise to ‘the sublimest 
heights of speculation; and to penetrate 
into the deepest recesses of the human 
heart. All these qualities were enhanced 
by an honest earnestness and an abso-

Aaa we in a city of wealth and 
: Ss early education, received at 
Tarsus, was perfected at Jerusalem un- 
dr Gamalil, the greatest. scholar of 
his time. Saul was born in a Hebrew 
home, and grew up as an Israelite boy, 
nurtured in the histories an@ made fa. 
millar with all the incidents connected 
with the life story of that marvVelous peo- 
ple. Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, Moses, 
Joshua, Samuel, Elijah, Daniel and the 
Maccabees, these were the heroes of his 
childhood. The destruction of Pharaoh 
fn the Red sea, the thunder of Sinai, the 
dreary wanderings in the wilderness, tha 
jland that flowed with milk and honey, 
these were the thrilling stories of his 
beyhood. Around his cradle were sung 
the triumphant songs of Zion, the lam- 
entations by the rivers of Babylon, the 
prophetic praises of the Messiah. 

So this listening child of Benjamin 
grew up amid those environments which 
made him familar with the history and 
Gestiny of his own illustrious tribe, a 
knowledge which at a later day served 
as themes for his impassioned eloquence, 
gs he interpreted them under the new 
and sublime light furnished by the life, 
@eath and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 

In this grand drama in the ninth chap- 
ter of Acts he is introduced to us in @ 
way that is. at once startling and sug- 
gestive. Here again is the man at whose 
feet the garments of a martyred Ste- 
phen had been laid. His soul is on fire 
with the intense purpose to sempre God. 
“He jc breathing out ‘threatenings and 
glaughters."’ Verily believing he is doing 
God’s will. he is destroying those who 
threatened to overthrow his religion., His 
position is not due to natural cruelty, but 
rather to a pdrverted judgment., Un- 
fortunately Saul’s principles did not die 
with his conversion, but rema‘sged to 
deluge Europe with blood down to no 
distant date. | 

At. the time of Paul’s conversion the 
Sanhedrin exercised unlimited power in 
epiritual affairs over all Jews throughout 
the empire of Rome. It was with a com- 
mission from this body that Paul set out 
on his memorable journey to Damascus 
to imprison all who desired to disbelieve 
the Jewish faith. 

Damascus is ‘the oldest as well as one 
of the most illustrious cities“in the world. 
mingled with that of the 
earliest patriarchs, with Alexander, Pom- 
pey, Caesar, Saladin and Tamerlane, To- 
day its praise and beauty is celebrated 
by every ‘travéler. 

Saul’s journey of five or six days is 
nearly completed. The queen city of the 
east. situated upon a fertile plain ‘be- 
tween two streams rushing down from 
the mountains, looms up in view, In 
anticipation of triumphi he presses on- 
ward to his persecuting work. Sudden- 
ly his career is checked by a blinding 
light from heaven. 

That was not ‘an unknown light; its 
history is interesting.* It was the very 
Nght which their fathers knew 80 well.

™n the second place, do not ask yourself 
what you shall do. The Pauline idea of 
service is one of self-abnegation. The 
sublime purpose of his life, from his con- 
version to its tragic end, was that to do 
his Master’s will regardless of cvery sac- 
rifice of self. He had the sense that 
Christ had done everything for him. He 
had entered into him, casting out the old 
Paul, and ending the old life, and begotten 
anew man and a new life. It was his 
longing that he process of self-mastering 


| might go on—that his old self should van- 
ish 


away, and this new life of Christ 
might predominate in him. So the conflict 
went on until the thoughts of Christ be- 
came the though¥ of his mind, the words 
of Jesus becamg the words of his lips, the 
deeds of Jesugx became the works of his 
life, and his old self was trgnsformed into 
the character of Christ, so that he was 
able to say, “I live; yet not I,,but Christ 
liveth in me.” 

Paul's self-mastery exhibits the wonder- 
ful possibilities of human nature under 
discipline,and likewise reveals a necessary 
requisite for all true service to the Mas- 
ter. Self is the most relentless tyrant that 
ever swayed a sceptor over the empire of 
life. Slavery to self is the most ignoble 
bondage. It steals our courage and robs 
us of our manhood. Selfishness is the 
greatest foe to God’s service. Friends, if 
you would be true servants of Jesus 
Christ, be masters of yourselves. Don’t 
bend to the lash of personal comfort and 
selfish desires and ambitions. Self will 
tell you, seek my good first; self will tell 
you that you may offend some one; self 
will tell you that you may lose position 
and friends and influence in the service of 
Christ; self will tell you that domestic du- 
ties require you to be at home instead of 


gic Gods’ house on the Sabbath day; self 


will tell you it is too inconventent for you 
to belong to the auxiliary societies of the 
church, or to identify yourself with all the 
mighty forces that are designed to better 
humanity, and uplift the fallen and un- 
fortunate of our race. Self is the greatest 
mill, and has more machinery to manu- 
facture excuses for the non-performance 
of duty than any other establishment in 
all God’s universe. 

Again, do not allow circumstances or 
environment, or ease or comfort to dic- 
tate your sphere of service, or measure 
the force which you shall throw into the 
accomplishment of your duty. 

The Devil is going to block your way 
with every adverse circumstance he can 
ecntrol. He is going so subject you to 
every discomfort and disappointment he 
can master to prevent you from doing 
your duty. And I tell you, if in this effort 
to do your duty toward Goa and toward 
your fellow men, you are going to sit 
down and count the cost, and allow 
circumstances and bodily comforts and 
ease and pleasure to guide you, you will 
certainly fail to come up to the standard 
required of you. It is the great soul, 
which, faithful to duty, climbs over every 
obstacle, sacrifices every comfort in the 
accomplishment of its God-given destiny. 

Oh, how we make out of our circum- 
stances excuses for not doing our duty to 
God. I hear some mother say, “I am tied 
down by home duties; domestic affairs in- 
terfere with my religious privileges and 
duties,’ So many ‘‘Marthas’ who have 


not yet “chosea that better part,” and 
learned that at the Master’s feet there 

is sweet repose from the cares of home. 

He loves the home! Make it a sanctuary 

for His presence,and its household mem- 

bers His ministering servants that do His 

will. 

I hear séme man say, “I am burdened 
with business and have no time to attend 
to my religious duties.” Fellow man, I 
say to you today that you have a larger 
business thian this. You are trafficking in 
immortal souls, and like Belshazzar, you 
are taking the sacred cup, which is meant 
for the wine of the kingdom, and pour- 
ing into it the poisonous beverages that 
steal away jour reason and make you 
drunk, while your empire totters to its fall 
and you to your ruin. You are taking the 
soul which was meant to be consecrated 
to God’s service and find its blessedness 
there ‘and consecrating it to false gods in 
whose service there is no blessedness and 
no reward. Measurd by the standard o? the 
Pauline mise do you not see written on 
the walls of the temple of your reason, 
“Thou art weighed in the balances and 
found wanting?’”’ 

No, my feliow servants, if you want 
honestly to know your duty and do it, ask 
net man nor self, nor circumstances nor 
ease, nor worldly advantages, but ask the 
everlasting God, “‘Wncse ye are and whom 
you should serve.”’ 

This inquiry of Paul not only inculcates 
the idea of service, and Jesus Christ as 
the only Master, but likewise reveals the 
character of service required. 

It is a personal service, ‘‘Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do?” Not ‘what shall 
the church do?” Not “what shal) my 
brethren do?” but “what shall I do?’ The 
great need of the church today is for 
a membership emibued ‘with this idea of 
personal service and personal responsibil- 
ity. Humanity is longing for the princ!- 
ples of religion to become incarnate in 
living men and women, who from a living, 
fervent heart exert the passion and power 
which constrain and subdue. The ser- 
vice required of uS is not one which 


can be delegated to another. You remem- 


ber when the prophet sent his servant 
with his staff to raise the dead cni'd 
to life he failed. It was only when he 
came ‘himself and stretched himself upon 
the chiid, in intimate contact with the 
dead ‘body that he was awakened. Like- 
wise, whén Christ came to save mankind 
He identified Himself with man and 
stretched his life upon humanity's deud 
body and by intimate contact breathed 
His life into our dead spirituality. And 
so, if we would render a Christ-like ser- 
vice, like the Apostle Paul, we must be- 
ecme all things to all men and bring a 
life vitalized by the spirit of God and 
filled with Hig attractive power into inti- 
mate contact with the dead gouls of 
earth. 

Life may be viewed in two great phases, 
personal and associational. 

We exist here as persons. As such we 
have indivilua} responsibilities, a persenal 
part to perform which none other i2 all 
the universe can do but ourselves—a 
work which will come back to us in the 
life beyond in blessings or in curses, just 
as we may do good or evil in the life that 
now is. All of us are disposed to merge 
our individuality in the muititude, to sink 
the person in the mass, and py thus ob- 
literating our personality we fence off 
the feeling of personal responsibility so 
necessary as a stimulus to the perform- 
ance of duty. We are prone to say as 


to be done by somebody. “Others are more 
competent; my circumstances are so un- 
favorable; my sphere is so narrow; my 
talents so small; my opportuniti:s ¢o 
limited; the work is not for me.’’ In ail 
this 'we are forgetting the personality of 
our being, are hiding ourselves away in 
the great hive of humanity, waiting for 
others to do what should be occupying 
our own time and engrossing our enerjies.

We are the individual builders on the 
walls of time, and when the master 
builder comes tto inspect the work each 
workman will stand condemned or ap- 


he may have done. 

The other view of life is that it is as- 
sociational. Every individual life is in- 
separably linked with all other lives, 
and bears a necessary relation both to 
the lives that are, and the lives 
are to be. The life which we are now 
living is not only your life and .my life, 
but belongs by association to all who are 
living or who may yet live, ‘‘an integral 
of the great life cirele whereof all 
have part.” This great connectional law 
not only connects us with every -iving 
man or woman on this globe, but also 
places upon us an obligation to labor for 
their good. To this labor we are bouad 
by the constitution of our lives, by our 
mutual dependence one on another, and 
hy all our hopes for the progress and 
redemption of our race. 

This grand phase of the Pauline idea 
of service has not yet permeated cven 
the Christian world. On every hand we 
see men living lives contradictory to the 
laws of their being. Living for self end 
personal aggrandizement, when they 
should be living for others. 

No life, my friends, was 
that did not.go out of itself. 
est life ever recorded was one of the 
completest self-forgetfuiness and cf the 
amplest benevolence. How majestically 
He moved among. men, exemplifying 
every day of his life that self-abnegation 
that must enter into every noble life. 
He mingled with the poor, helped the 
obscure, had compassion on the fa'len. 
Wierever there was poverty, or sin, or 
suffering, thither He turned His foot- 
steps. His was the model life—a life of 
sacrifice, of devotion to others, of well 
doing—a life the grandeur of which has 
been speaking for nineteen hundred 
years. Then go out from yourselves and 
toil for others if you would be lke 
your great Exemplar. Like him, be a 
benefaction to your race. Be always at 
work, engaged in the service of God and 
humanity. Be instructed in the lesson 
that all nature is ever teaching—lessons 
of sympathy, of kindness, and of love. 
Let ‘the lily on the mountainside and 
the rose blossoming in your garden walk 
—there to add to your happiness—teach 
you. Let ‘the mountain and the valley, 
the deep sea, and the silent stare, the 
laughing rill and the marching world, 
let nature with all her ten thousand 
harmonies, sing to you the psalm of 
duty; and as you see written on the 
broad expanse of earth and sky and sea 
that “nothing has a right- to live to 
itself,” go forth to duty and to service. 
And as you approach the evening of 
your life of usefulness, its solemn em- 
ployments will rise to gladden the heat 
and the memory of your good works will 
kneel by your dying couch and whisper 
in your ears of men redeemed and pluck- 
ed by your hands as “brands from the 
burning,’ While the same glorious light
